COLONEL BURNABY IS KILLED 


The Very Latest From the Field. 
Lonpon, January 22, 2 a. m.—The news of 
ihe battle in Egypt in which General Stewart 
sufiered so severely at the hands of the Arabs 
surprised the government, as severe fighting 
was not expected. Serious doubts are expressed 


‘ whether General Wolseley’s force is sufficient- 


ly strong toreach Khartoum. Colonel Burn- 
aby’s death is greatly deplored in London. 
He was a favorite in all the clubs and _politi- 
ca) and military circles, where the news has 
been the topic of conversation. The 
death of Colonel Burnaby has been more talk- 
ed about than the battle itself. The news was 
pot generally known until the late editions of 
the evening papers were published. Great ex 
citement prevails. 
A HAND TO HAND STRUGGLE, 

A special dispatch, giving particulars of the 
battle near Abu Klea wells, says: 

The battle was a fearful hand to hand fight. 
Most of the Arabs were armed with spears, 
and protected by spiked shields cf ox hide.

THE LOSSES ESTIMATED. 

The greatest losses fell on the camel corps, 
officers were killed and two 
wounded.

A SCENE OF DEATH. 

General Stewart’s orderly was killed by his 
side. The interior of the square presented to 
view a mass of falling camels and struggling 
Arabs and English soldiers. Three hearty 
cheers were given when the square was re- 
formed on fresh ground. Numerous Arabs 
having pretended to be dead, now arose from 
the field and rushed past the square to gain 
the retreating enemy. The rebels consisted 
of forces from Khartoum, Kordotan 
and Berber. During the night 
General Stewart sent a portion 
of the guards back to bring everything from 
the entrenched post in the rear. They re- 
turned safely on the morning of the 18th, when 
the troops partook of the first food for twenty- 


four hours.

Accounts ofthe Battle. 
THE HORRIBLE SCENE OF CARNAGE AS DESCRIBED 
FROM THE FIELD. 
The First Account. 

Loyxpon, January 21.—Itis officially report- 
edthata serious fighting has occurred in 
Lgypt, and thatthe result was satisfactory to 
Lord Wolseley. The battle occurred near Me- 
temneh. 
the square in which the British forces were 
advancing several times, but was compelled 
eventually to retire. The rebel loss was 800 
killed ond 800 wounded. The 
sixty-five. Among the British who fell was 
Lieutenant Colonel Burnaby, who made 
the famous “‘ride to Khiva.’”’ Besides Colonel 
Bernaby, the following were killed: Major 
Carmichael, of the Fifth Lacners; Major Ath- 
erton, of the Fifth Dragoons; Major Gough, of 
the Royal Dragoons; Captain Darley and 
Lieutenant Law, of the Fourth 
Lieutenant Wolfe, of the Scots 
Lieutenats Pigott and Delisle, 
Brigadier Lord St. Vincent and 
were wounded. 

WOLSELEY REPORTS THE BATTLE. 

A dispatch has been received at the war 
eflice from General Wolseley, dated 
January 21, 3 o’clock p. m., which reads sub- 
stantially as follows: 

General Stewart has had a heavy engagement 
with aporiien ofthe mahdi’s forces, near Abu 
Klea wells, abdut23 miles this side of Metemneli. 
The rebels had collected from Berber, Metemneh 
and Omdurmah. This last place, I regret to say, 
the prisoners report was recently captured by the 
mahdi, end thus the men were released from there 
to fight General stewart. On the afternoon of Jan- 
uary 16, General Stewart’s cavalry reported 
that the enemy were in position some 
few miles this side of the wells. As it was too late 
in the day to allow anadvance and successtul en- 
counter, General Stewart bivouaced where he 
was for the night. The enemy kept up a harmless 
fire all night,and erected works on Ssewart’'s 
tight flank, On Saturday Stewart endeavored to 
draw the enemy to make an attack, but the rebels 
hesitated. In consequence of this, Stewart left all 
the impediments and camels under guard of the 
Sussex regiment and some mounted infantry and 
moved forward. 

MEETING THE ENEMY. 

Keeping his ferces inthe form ofa square, all 
the men were on foot. The British army passed 
around the enemy’s left flank, forcing them to 
meke an attack or be subjected to an enfilade fire. 
The enemy wheeled to the left aud delivereda 
well organized charge, under a withering fire 
from our men, The square was unfortunately pene- 
trated about its left rear, wherea heavy cavalry 
and camel regiment were in position by the sheer 
weight 01 numbers. The admi- 
rable steadiness of our men enabled them to 
maintain a hand to hand fight with 
the opposing force, while severe 
punishment was being inflicted upon the enemy 
by all the other parts of the Sq psre. The enemy 
were finally driven back under heavy fire from all 
sides. The Nineteenth Hussars then pushed 
forward to the wells, which were in our possession 
ty five in the evening. The enemy left no less 
than 800 slain around the square. 

THE RESULT OF THE FIGHT. 

The prisoners who were taken while the enemy 
were retiring report that thenumberoi the enemy 
who were wounded was quite exceptional. One 
immediate effect of the battle is that many of the 
rebels are submitting. It was necessary for the 
army to remain atthe wells some hours to obtain 
watir. Assoon as practicable the intention was 
to push on with all expedition to Me‘emneh. The 
English wounded are doing well.”’ 

HOW THE FIGHT WAS CONDUCTED. 

General Wolseley says that Stewart con- 
cludes his report as follows: 

“It bas been my duty to command the force 
from which exceptional work, exceptional hard- 
sbip and exceptiinal fighting have been called for. 
It would be impossible to adequately describe the 
admirable support given to me by every officer 
and man of the force. I regret to say that our loss 
was severe, but our success has been so complete 
thet it may dishearten the enemy to such an ex- 
tent that ali their future fighting may be of a less 
obstinate characten”’ 

Wolseley says that Stewart’s operations have 
been “‘most creditable to him as commander, 
and the nation has every reason to be proud 
ofthe gallantry aud splendid spiritse¢f her 
majesty’s soldiers on this occasion. Our losses 
were nine commissioned officers killed and 
nine wonnded, and 65 non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men killed, and 85 wounded. Stew- 
art’s forces consists of about 1,500 men all 


told.”

The Second Account. 


A dispatch to the Renters’ telegraph c»m- 
pany dated “near Abu Klea wells, Saturday 
noon,” gives the following account of the ea- 
gagement: 

When the Hussar scouts returned yesterday, 
announcing thatthe rebels held the wells, the 
British forces promptly formed in a mass column 
and advanced tothe wells. The guards marched 
at the left of the column, the heavy corps in the 


centre and the mounted infantry at the right. | 
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wells, but the rebels showed no signs of moving. 
The British troops set tofelling trees and cleaniag 
the grass in front of the co- 
umn. An abatties was formed around 
the@ggace, and a stone breastwork witha front- 
age Of 150 yards was erected asan additional pro- 
tection. In the afternoon theenemy’scamp was 
sighted, a mile away. It comprised numerous 
tents and appeared to be fairly well fortified. 
Mcanwhile two groups of rebels were watching us 
from the high hills on the left front. 
THE FIRST SHOTS. 

At six in the evening the enemy fired a few stray 
shots, and the British replied with several shells- 
The enemy continued firing throughout Friday 
Dight, causing only one slight casualty. On Sat 
urday forenoon the enemy commenced advancing 
in two division in echelon, each numbering 5,000 
men, beating drumsand waving flags. Many ot 
them were armed with rifles. The enemy occa- 
sionally halted, as if trying to discover the British 
formation. Meanwhile the British were steadily 
preparing forthe reception of the rebels. They 
formed a square, the artillery being placed in the 
center, and advanced to meet the overwhelm- 
ing force of the enemy, who occupied 
favorable ground, showing great knowledge of the 
art of war. They drew us toa difficult position for 
operating where, by a cleverly executed move- 
ment, they almost disappeared from view, leaving 
only theif standard visible. 

THE CHARGE UPON THE SQUARE. 

Suddenly a large body of rebels appeared, and 
furiously charged upon the front of the British 
square. The British replied with a deadly fire, 
which the rebels were unable to withstand, and 
they then turned and attackéd the left rear of the 
square. The heavy troops, borne down by the on- 
slaught, broke their formations for a few moments, 
but quickly rallied. A hand to hand fight en- 
sued. The rebels penetrated the ranks but were 
subjected to a heavy flank fire, and finallv driven 
back. General Stewart had a narrow escape, his 
horse being killed under him. It is reported that 
the rebels are in force at Metemneh. 

The Third Account, 

Another account of the engagement be- 
tween the English troops and the Egyptian 
rebels is as follows: 

The battle between Stewart’s troops and the 
Arabs was fought at a point in Hassaniyeh desert, 
twenty-three miles northwest from Metemneh, 
near the caravan station of 
Shebaco. Stewart's force consisted 
of about 5,100 effective men. 
On the approach of the Arabs, who were estimated 
between 8,000 and 10,000, Stewart formed his traops 


and 


into a hollow square, with his field pieces at the’ 


corners, and with the invalids and provisions in 
the center. The Arabs made their attack in a 
tumultuous rush, directed principally upon the 
side of the square held by the hussars. This side 
of the square was broken at one time during the 
fight, and the officers attribute this 
disaster to the unruly conduct of 
the camels, which got powder-burned 
and became unmanageable. The line wasspeedily 
reformed, and the discipline of the men was splen- 
did. Throughout the action a steady and deadly 
fire was kept °up by the hussars and mounted in- 
fantry, while the artillery maintained an enfilade 
fire, which 
PILED THE DEAD ARABS UP 

in heaps. Thespace in front of the British right 
flank was a veritable slaughter pen, and when the 
Arabs were finally repulsed they left 800 of their 
number dead upon thefield. Thenumber of their 
wounded, who were able to march 
or be carried from the field, 
is estimated at 2,000. Most of the casualties on 
the British side occurred during the break in the 
iine of the hussars. he British took their own 
and the Arabs’ wounded to the wells at Shebaca. 
Most of the wounded are reported as doing well. 
Stewart, with the remainder of his troops, is pro- 
gressing toward Metemneh. During the’ night 
preceding the action the Arabs threw up small 
earthworks, intended to interrupt Stewart's 
march, but they were captured and destroyed by 
a detachment of English troops.’’

“T submit this matter without comment to uni- 
versal execration and reprobation, and it is de- 
plorable thatin this country of law and justice 
such proceeding are resorted to, which defame 
our traditions and can never be sufficiently con- 
dem bed. 


The Piedmopntese Avalanches, 

Lonpon, January 21.—A _ special dispatch 
from Rome says: ‘Terrible accounts continue 
to be received from the region of the Piedmont- 
ese Alps, of casualties oan destruction caused 
by the snow storms and avalanches. Twenty 
houses have been destroyed and forty persons 
killed at Borgerivo; fifty houses have been de- 
molished at Frassiniere, and the number of fa- 
tal casualties there is eleven. In the little 
village ot Frassine,: which has a total popula- 
tion of less than 150, 70 persons have been 
killed. The soldiers have been sent to all 
places named to assist the villagers in digging 
out the dead and rescuing the wounded.”

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SENATE AND CABINET. 


THE MEN WHO ARE TO ADVISE 
= AND CONFIRM. 


The New York Times Sounds Gordon’s Praises fo 
the Cabinet—Carter Harrison Withdraws from 
the Senatorial Contest in Illinois—Mor- 

Tison Receives a Boost Thereby. 


Wasnixctox, January 21.—[{Special.]—The 
New York Times, in discussing the men who 
are likely to go into the cabinet, says: 

“One of the men, of whom southern demo- 
crats hesitate to speak, yet tor whom they en- 
tertain the highest regard as a fit candidate for 
the cabinet, is General Gordon, of Georgia 
The southern members of congress who know 
him are more sensitive about pressing him 
for the place than northern men, and gener- 
ally southern men are not disposed to be mod- 
est about asserting their claims for recognition. 
An eastern republican, who referred . t 
this fact, said to-day that he wondered that a 
man so estimable, so competent and so con- 
sistently progressive, from the day he surren- 
dered as a soldier of the confederacy, was not 
brought prominently forward by the leading 
southern men who could command the atten- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland.’’ 

THE ILLINOIS SENATORSHIP. 

Carter Harrison’s withdrawal from the sen- 
storial race in Illinois gratifies the friends of 
Congressman Morrison very much. They 
have telegrams from Springfield to-night as- 
serting that Morrison will surely be nomi- 
nated by the democratic caucus, and predict- 
ing his election, because one republican mem- 
ber of the house will not vote for Logan, who 
is certain to be the republican caucus nom1- 
nee. Morrison and Logan are both at Spring- 
field.

The Alabama Legislature. 

Moxtcomery, Ala., January 21.—[{Spe- 
cial.|— The legislature conyened to-day, 
working earnestly. The senate future bill 
passed by a decided majority. Senator Troy’s 
minority report was defeated by sixteen to 
seventeen. He will move for a reconsidera- 
tion to-morrow. It is not likely that the bill 
will pass the house. 

In the house a bill was introduced incorpo- 
rating the Mobile and West Alabama railroad, 
beming a long list of substantial incorpora- 
tors, road torun from the gulf and Mobile 
north at or near Tuskaloosa, with 
branches crossing the Tennessee river near 
KJorence. The capital stock is six millions, 
with euthority to hire for five years the coun- 
ty and state convicts. 

Another bill, to incorporate “the Gulf and 
Mineral reilway company,’ from the deep 
water on the Mexican gulf in Alabama, via. 
Marion to the Tennessee river, through the 
coal andiron regions in Alabama. Capital 
stock two millions, The railroad biils may be 
reached to-morrow.

Srrinerietp, I.1i., January 21.—The 
house met at 10 o’clock this morning, and the 
vote was at once taken on the motion instruc- 
ting the speaker not to send a notice to the 
senate that the house wasorganized.

Amid great enthgisiasm a 
motion to make the nomination unanimous 
was adopted. 


Senator Call, of Florida, 
TALLAHASSER, Fla., January 21.—In joint 
legislative session to-day Wilkinson Cal) was 
formally declared elected United States sena- 
tor.

CONTROLLING THE RAILROADS. 


Senator Coke Speaksin Favor of the Reagan 
Bill. 


WasuincTon, January 21.—At two o’clock 
the consideration ofthe interstate commerce 
bill was resumed, Mr. Coke being entitled to 
the floor. Mr. Coke said that no amendment. 
to the senate bill but would accord with the 
theory on which the bill was founded would 
make it a practical measure. The house or 
Reagan bill was conservative and practical 
measure. For that bill Mr. Coke invoked 
the cordial consideration of the senate. He 
maintained that in its principle features it 
was simply a _ codification of the 
common law. Under the common 
law, common carriers are prohibited from 
charging unreasonable rates, discriminatin 
against individuals, and were also prohibited 
from pooling. The railroad companies -exer- 
cised part of the sovereignty of the state b 
condemning land for theirown uses. Suc 
exercise was a public trust, and the public 
were, theréfore, entitled to know all about 
railroad administration. 

Mr. McPherson inquired whether, if the 
yoo! rates were reasonable, there would be any 
need to prohibit pooling. 

Mr. Coke replied that the courts of the state 
of New York had decided to be illegal pools 
composed of twelve poor canal men, who had 
scraped together money enough to buy boats 
of theirown. How, therefore, could the pool 
of forty great railroads, which now controlled 
the commerce of the country, be legal? That 
pool, said Mr. Coke with emphasis, nas opealy 
defied all the power and suthosite of the state. 
[Applause in the galleries.] Mr. Coke took 
up the senate bill in detail, and criticised its 
provisions. Each of the nine commissioners, 
he said, would have five states under his super- 
vision. Could he hear one in ten of the cases 
coming before him? Should witnesses be 
brought from the remotest corners of the 
United States to get a mere “opinion” from a 
commissioner? 

THE MEMORY OF EVINS. 

On the conclusion of Mr. Coke’s remarks, a 
message was received from the house announc- 
ing the death of Hon. John Hamilton Evins, 
late representative in congress from South 
€orolina. On motion of Mr. Hampton the 
message was at once taken up, and Mr.Hamp- 
ton cflered a resolution fittingly expressing 
the sense of the senate on the death of Mr. 
Evins. 
tion, said the deceased gentleman had been a 
close and dear friend of his. Justice to his 
memory needed not the language of panegyr- 
ic, but calm and sober language of truth. Mr. 
Hampton then paid an eloquent and feeling 
tribute to the memory of his friend. 

Mr. Frye, who had served in the 46th con- 
gress with Mr. Evins, expressed in warm 
egw his high personal regard tor him, and 
1is hope that God may temper the heavy blow 
to his wife and children. 

Mr. Butler also spoke fittingly in eulogy of 
the deceased. 

The senate then, at 4:30 p. m., on motion of 
Mr. Butler, as a mark of respect to the mem- 
ory of Mr. Evins, adjourned.

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TRE INDIAN APPROPRIATIONS. 


Mesars. Ellis wid Holman Have a War of 
‘Words. 

WasHINGTON, January 2i.--In the house, 

Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, fram the com- 


mittee on ways and means, reported C8 din: 


to suthorize the establishment of export to- 
bacco manufacturers, and allowing drawbacks 
on imported articles usedin manufacturing 
exported tobacco. Committee cf the whole. 
The report accompanying the bill states that 
for many years a large business has been 
done in the exportation of manufactured to- 
bacco, and that atthis time more than ten 
million pounds per annum of tebacco manu- 
fectured in the United States is exported for 
censumption in foreign countries. In the 
course of manufacturing this tobacco large 
quantities of sugar, licorice, paste, rum, aleo- 
hol, and other articles are used, on which 
custom duties or internal revenue 
taxes are levied and _ collected by 
the United States. Duties and 
taxes add so materially to the cost of manu- 
facture that American manufacturers of to- 
bacco for export find themselves at great dis- 
edvantage in foreign markets in competition 
with the manufacturers of other countries. 
The committee think it would be wise to relieve 
American manufactured tobacco, exported to 
foreign countries, from this bur- 
den, a8 a means of stimulating and 
increasing our foreign trade in this important 
article of manufacture. 

Mr. Dibrell, of Tennessee, from the commit- 
tee on agriculture, reported the agriculture 
appropriation bill. Referred to the committee 
of the whole, and Mr. Dibrell gave notice that 
he would call itup for action on Saturday. 
The bill appropriates $546,290, being $152,820 
less than estimates, and $108,900 less than the 
amount carried by the bill for the current 
year. 

THE INDIAN APPROPRIATIONS., 

The house then, at 12:35, went into com- 
mittee ofthe whole, Mr. Wellborn in the 
chair, on the Indian appropriation bill. 

The bill was read by sections for amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, offered an amend- 
ment to the paragraph appropriating $45,000 
forthe payment ot interest to the Creek In- 
dians under the act of June 14, 1884, provid- 
ing that no part of the money shall be paid 
unless the fate pation shall, within twelve 
months, make and file in theoftice of the sec- 
retary of state, an acceptance and ratification 
of the survey made and approved by the de- 
partment under the treaty of June 14, 1866, 
and additional lands acquired by the United 
States by the survey shall be held by the 
United States under the provisions of the 
treaty. Adopted. 

A PERSONAL TURN. 

Imthe discussion, which took somewhat of a 
conversational tone between Messrs. Holman 
and Ellis, upon certain paragraphs of the bill, 
words of a warm nature passed between the 
two gentlemen, which were not generally 
heard by the members. Mr. Holman had 
been making a five minutes’ speech, when Mr. 
Ellis suggested that the remarks made by Mr. 
Holman had been cogitated upon ‘for some 
days, but they should have been directed to 
the subsequent section.

PHILADELPHIA, January 21.—The applicatiozof 
Judge Henry K. McVay, of Georgia, who seeks to 
gain his liberty from the Pennsylvania hospital 
for the insane, of “>t Philadelphia, through thé 
medium of a vr‘: of habeas curpus, was consider- 
ed by Judges Mc Kernan and Butler in private this 
morning.

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LABOR IN TVW’O COUNTRIES. 


A Tariff and Free Trade Discussion in Lon- 
don. 


Lonpon, January 21.—Mr. Lowell, Ameri- 
can minister, presided at the meeting of the 
society of arts this evening. Mr. D. Pidgeon 
delivered a lecture at the meeting on “Labor 
and Wages in Ameriba.” He said he believed 
a great change had occurred in the social con- 
dition of laber in America during the last forty 
years. Inspite of the existing agencies for 
improvement, it was doubtful whether the 
working classes in America were not falling 
still further from the high ideals of operative 
life which once brilliantly distinguished 
America from Europe. He argued 
that, although the wages were sixt 
ver cent. higher in America than in Baghends 
‘pglish artisean would be noricher there, ow- 
ing to greater cost of living, but that his social 
status would be higher. He endeavored to 
show that tariff in America had no influence 
on wages. Hesaid the working men “were 
not likely to initiate free trade, and that move- 
ment was more likely to be effected through 
internal competition. A _ discussion over 
the question ensued, in ccurse of which 
Mr. Lowell observed that his 
position prevented his expressing 
an opinion on the subject, but he would say 
that many far-sighted Englishmen believed 
the adoption of free trade in America would 
give England dangerous competition in all the 
markets of the world, because many Ameri- 
can fabrics were more honest than English 
goods of the same description. Free trade 
would enable America soon to equal England’s 
mércantile marine, which had heretefore been 
impossibleihrough the operation of American 
navigation laws dn thetariff, England would -

Hatton on Newspaper Postage.
